SELECTMEN’S FOREWORD 


Another year has flown by and the Selectmen’s Office has been 
flooded with activity. Staying on top of the responsibilities of this 
office is increasingly difficult and time consuming. Each day seems to 
bring unanticipated issues to light. With the help of the new town 
administrator, Ellen Smith, we expect to see great progress in getting 
the functions of our office up-to-speed in 2018. 


In 2017, day-to-day activities included numerous building inspection 
issues, multiple personnel changes, the renewal of the telephone 
contract, and litigation with Fairpoint relating to utility taxation. 


We began a much-needed look at the water system to plan for the 
future. An asset management grant was received from NHDES, which 
produced a mapped inventory of all our water system assets so that we 
now can plan needed updates in order of priority. This asset 
management plan will allow the Town to be eligible for future grants 
toward the repair and upgrade of the water system. In 2018, we will 
begin the same process with sewer and storm water systems. 


As a result of a leak detection grant, two large water leaks were found 
and repaired. The location of these leaks had been a mystery for quite 
some time. Considerable savings will be seen from these repairs. 


The Selectmen continue to evaluate options for the future of the Gates 
House and are in the process of requesting bids for converting our 
street lights to LED. 


The Board with a matching grant from Homeland Security, is updating 
the Emergency Operation Plan with the help of Town Managers and 


residents. The Town employees are preparing for a visit from the NH 
Labor Department to evaluate safety in Town buildings. 


The Selectmen would like to take this opportunity to thank the citizens 
who volunteer their time serving on Marlborough’s many boards and 
committees. Your efforts are greatly appreciated. This volunteerism 
is necessary for town government to run successfully. If any resident 
would like to offer their time and expertise to serve on a board or 
committee, please contact our office for more information.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE TRUST FUNDS 2017 


The attached MS-9 forms list all of the funds at tax basis values for all 
of the assets overseen by the Marlborough Trustees of the Trust Funds. 
In addition, the attached MS-10 form shows the investment portfolio 
and results for the Common and Cemetery Trust Funds. 


As of December 31, 2017, the total market value of all of the Funds 
(Common Trust, Cemetery Trust, Capital Reserve and Expendable 
Funds) was $3,314,759. The major contributors to the change from 
the December 31, 2016 balance of $3,348,351 were additions of 
$167,500, withdrawals of $537,124, income of $60,387 and change in 
market value of $275,644. It should be noted that additions were 
much higher that those voted on in the 2017 Town Meeting due to a 
delay in depositing $92,500 voted on in the 2016 Town Meeting until 
January 2017. 


Our Capital Reserve and Expendable Funds are invested in Money 
Market accounts and U.S. Treasury Bonds and Notes. For the year, 
net of additions and withdrawals, these two portfolios generated 
income of $13,237. The Common and Cemetery Trust Funds portfolio 
gained 15.2% (after removing additions and deductions) and generated 
$47,149 in income. The equity portion of that portfolio gained 21.75% 
(compared to 21.83% for the S&P 500) and the fixed income portion 
gained 4.69% (compared to Barclays Aggregate Bond index of 
3.54%). The Trust Funds portfolio ended the year comprised of 60.2% 
domestic equities, 37.9% fixed income and 1.9% cash. For 2018, we 
have invested in some international equity funds and increased our 
overall equity content to 65%.

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Report of the Police Report 


We are pleased to announce that Officer Colin Germain was 
hired on March 20th to fill the vacant patrolman’s position. He 
comes to the police department from the Cheshire County 
House of Corrections where he was a booking supervisor. 
Officer Germain holds a Bachelor of Arts degree in criminal 
justice from Plymouth State University. Please feel free to say 
hello when he’s patrolling Marlborough. 


Sgt. Zachary Byam and I worked October 17, 2016 to October 
15, 2017 without a third fully trained officer. Officer Germain 
attended the 16 week academy at the New Hampshire Police 
Academy and was in field training with Sgt. Byam for 14 
weeks. 


When an officer leaves the department, the town loses 40 hours 
of coverage and 13 hours of on-call time per week. It seriously 
affects when/if vacations can be taken and the officers attend 
training. In our absence, New Hampshire State Police Troop C 
takes call. Depending on the number of troopers on duty 
covering both Cheshire and Sullivan Counties, it can take a 
greater amount of time for them to respond to emergencies in 
town. They provide reactive responses with little to no 
proactive patrolling in Marlborough. 


We again received grants from the New Hampshire Office of 
Highway Safety and were allotted $7,894 for STEP 
(Specialized Traffic Enforcement Program) patrols and $5,920 
for DWI (Driving While Intoxicated) patrols. These patrols 
significantly increase our visibility and many times allows us 


37 


to have two officers working in unison without any impact on 
the budget. 


In order to increase our outreach to the Town and consistent 
with our goal to actively engage in community policing, Sgt. 
Byam created a Facebook page for the department in August to 
connect 


with our community. It benefits the department and the Town 
by reinforcing a trustworthy relationship and sense of 
community the department has actively striven for and 
encouraged. Information that can protect Town residents and 
neighboring towns is spread quickly with minimal effort. It 
also allows us to share safety tips, reunite lost pets with their 
owners, help catch suspects and locate missing persons. It 
appears to be a success and already has 431 likes. Please check 
us out to learn the latest police information and activities at

We enjoy our close working relationships with the 
Marlborough Town Clerk’s Office, Fire Department, Highway 
Department and Water Department. I would like to welcome 
our new town administrator Ellen Smith who is a pleasure to 
work with.

*With advice for repairs from our Town Electrical Inspector 
Hamilton Richardson, we contracted Alex Electric to replace and 
rebuild broken PVC sleeve connections and junction boxes leading 
to the Household Waste Compactor equipment and rewire as 
needed. It is the Town’s responsibility to provide power the 
equipment. Gil Alexander provided excellent, timely service. He 
met our needs with the Town’s necessary electrical requirements. 


*Monadnock Disposal rewelded the HW Compactor deposit box 
floor and walls, as well as pulled the ram for inspection. It is their 
job and costs to keep these in good order. They own them. 


*Eversource was called in to inspect the tilting transformer/light 
pole adjacent to the burn pile. They installed a second anchor and 
cable as an additional stabilizer. 


* As required by the NHDES, we must monitor the ground water, 
surrounding the site, via five stand pipe collection tubes. This duty 
for several years was previously performed by Brackett 
Geosciences. Steve Brackett has retired. The duties have been 
contracted to McKibben Environmental LLC. Kevin McKibben 
picked up the task, had analysis done and filed the report. We 
remain within acceptable limits. 
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Personnel 


All workers continued training toward retaining their NHDES 
Certifications. Thanks to Mike Skiffington, Danni Lowell, Chris 
Batchelder as well as alternates David Fairfield and Ernie Smalley. 


Equipment 


The recently purchased Bobcat $530 T4 Skid-Steer has been 
invaluable to our operation. As the single piece of heavy wheeled 
machinery, it is used often in all seasons.

Although we did 
not have any major fires in town during 2017, we did deal with a 
major hazardous material incident caused by a motor vehicle 
accident involving a propane truck. This incident lasted 16 hours, 
and included mutual aid from a large number of area departments.

Members of the Fire Department have 
received training on first aid and CPR, and continue to be there to 
provide initial assessment and treatment, as well as to assist the 
ambulance crews on scene.

When this condition exists, burning is permissible 
without a permit as long as material being burned meets 
the requirements of NH laws, and Southwestern NH Fire 
Mutual Aid is notified (352-1291).

Although we have not operated our own ambulance service since December 
2014, Marl-Harris Emergency Services has remained very active in our 
community. It continues to be our purpose to support the availability and 
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delivery of high quality, professional first aid and emergency care to anyone 
needing medical attention in the Town of Marlborough. 


We thought you might like to know some of the ways in which we have been 
involved in emergency care in our town in the last 2+ years. Marl-Harris 
Emergency Services has funded the following since March 2015: 


e DiLuzio Ambulance Service contracts since losing Marl-Harris Ambulance 
in 2015, saving taxpayers $21,000 per year 

e Initiation & sponsorship for Marlborough Fire & Rescue’s First Response 
Program approximating $12,000 

e Files of Life distributed to all Marlborough residences in August at a cost 
of $2,100 


As we proceed into the future, our plan is to continue to: 


e Support the provision of First Response medical care in the town as 
provided by Marlborough Fire & Rescue. This service is invaluable ... 
local folks providing quality care & support for the immediate needs of 
their friends & neighbors until an ambulance arrives from Keene or 
elsewhere 

e Offset property taxes by contributing to the town of Marlborough a large 
portion (if not all) of the yearly contracts with DiLuzio Ambulance Service 

e Be involved in community services such as Gramma’s Table 


e Support with other emergency service needs as they arise 


All of these things have been possible due to the generous donations and 

memorial contributions we have received, and we thank everyone who has 
been able to help! Marl-Harris Emergency Services is a 501c3 organization 
and we vow to continue to invest your donations and endowments wisely.

Report of the Water & Sewer Department 


2017 was a big year for the Marlborough Water and Sewer 
Department. During this year, the department transitioned from 
a part time water and sewer operator to a full time water and 
sewer superintendent position. This allowed for more time to 
be focused on the systems strengths and weaknesses. 


First, The Town received a 100% matching grant of $20,000 
through NHDES to complete an Asset Management Plan of the 
entire water system. Underwood Engineers was contracted to 
help the Town digitally map the water system. It also itemized 
every asset within the system by date of installation, life 
expectancy, and criticality of failure. All of this information 
combined gave the Town a 100 year outline of what needs to 
be fixed, when it needs to be fixed, and how much it will cost 
to fix. 


The Town also received a leak detection survey grant through 
NHDES. Arthur Pyburn & Sons Inc. was brought in to survey 
the entire water system to locate leaks within the system. 
During the survey, three leaks totaling roughly 2,000,000 
gallons of water-loss per quarter were located. Fixing these 
three leaks (Main St, Terrace St, and Ling St.) brought the 
Town’s quarterly unaccounted-for water down from 37% to 
15%. This significantly decreases well pumping times, 
electricity usage, and chemical usage. All these savings 
ultimately save the taxpayers money. 


An update at the Fitch Ct well pumping station has allowed the 
current operator to see the “system stats” 1n real time from 


remote locations using a cell phone. This update allows faster 
response times to alarms that keep the water, and the residents, 
safe. This update also tracks, and graphs, the water system 24 
hours a day and seven days a week allowing for a better 
understanding of how the Town uses water and when demand 
is the highest. 


Finally, the School Street well, one of the water systems 
original wells, was brought back into service after being 
unused for years. The site has been updated, the pump house is 
in the midst of being remodeled, and the well is producing 
reliable and clean water. Although it isn’t used much, the 
School Street well is a great back up well and can provide 
supplementary water to the system when it is needed. 


It should also be noted that during this year there were no 
NHDES or EPA violations within the water system. This 
ensures the public that the water is safe, and will continue to be 
safe to drink, cook, and clean with. 


Moving forward, the department is determined to keep looking 
for ways to increase the efficiency of the Town of 
Marlborough’s water and sewer systems. Finding leaks, 
assessing the sewer system, planning ahead on projects, and 
applying for grants, will ultimately increase the Town’s ability 
to conserve our planet’s most important natural resource all 
while saving the taxpayers money.

2017 Marlborough Recreation Annual Report 


The Town of Marlborough Recreation Committee had another busy 
and successful year that was filled with activities for youth, families 
and senior citizens of our community. Each year we have seen a 
steady increase in participation, use of space and improvement to our 
facilities all while maintaining a sound and responsible budget. 


Youth Soccer & Basketball- 

Both soccer and basketball continue to be two very popular activities 
in town for the youth. The Director of Youth Soccer is organized by 
committee member and Harrisville representative Gabe Washburn. 
Since his involvement with our youth sports 4 years ago we have seen 
an increase in participation but also an improving soccer program 
including games against other towns. Soccer is primarily a Kinder-4th 
grade program but at times we do have a Sth or 6th grader. 


Youth basketball in town was overseen by another committee 
member Aric LeClair. Aric acted as the Director of Youth Basketball 
establishing four different teams. There was a Kinder-2nd grade 
instruction program meeting two days per week. We also had a 3rd- 
4th grade co-ed team followed by an all girls 5-6th grade team and all 
boys 5-6th grade team. All three teams played in a local league 
playing about 12-14 games followed by an end of the season 
tournament. Proud to announce the 3-4 grade co-ed team finished 
second in the Monadnock Mountain League and the girls 5-6th grade 
team won their first ever Monadnock Mountain League 
championship. 


Also added in the fall of 2017 the Recreation Committee developed a 
website for youth sports in town in an effort to make information 
more readily available to parents but also provide coaches with a 
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mobile app that allows them to more effectively communicate with 
parents. 


Other youth programs- Marlborough School Summer Camp and NHDI- 


Our recreation committee continues to provide assistance both 
financially and through use of our facilities to two other programs 
that give the youth in our community the opportunity to participate 
in other programs in town that are not directly sport related. 


Senior Citizens- 

Each year we are proud to host the annual senior citizen luncheon at 
the Town pavilion to honor many of the older citizens of our 
community. Each year it is a well-attended event followed by a day 
long fall season bus excursion trip in New England. 


Town Fields, Pavilion and Stone Pond- 

Each year the playing fields continue to see excellent use through 
youth soccer, school soccer, baseball and softball teams. This past 
year through the generosity of the Keene Junior Swamp Bats a multi- 
purpose scoreboard/clock was donated to the large baseball/soccer 
field. Other improvements through the donations of Keene Babe 
Ruth and volunteers were the addition of a backstop screen and a 
small snack shack. Through the outstanding commitment to help with 
and oversee such projects but also scheduling field use none of this 
would be possible without our Director of Fields and committee 
member Jeff Castor. Each year we continue to make improvements 
to the fields through donations from outside organizations. 
Marlborough has been selected as one of the host towns for the NH 
Babe Ruth Championship which gives us great visibility and commerce 
for the local area. 


Stone Pond continues to see steady use during the summer and has 
not required too much maintenance except some tree cutting each 
year. 


The Town pavilion has also seen an increase in use with over 25 
reservations during the summer/fall 2017. With the new Town 
website/ recreation link managing the reservations has been much 
easier to oversee. During the summer months during the day the 
After School Summer program uses the facility for 6 weeks and Daniel 
Webster Council- Boy Scouts of America also hosts a day camp there 
for a week for local Cub Scouts. 


Summary- 

The Marlborough Recreation Committee is happy to announce we 
came in under budget for 2017 as we continue to find ways to work 
with our budget, partners and minimize the financial burden on the 
citizens of our community. 2017 proved to be another successful year 
for recreation program and facilities. The recreation committee will 
look to continue to provide the citizens of our community with a 
diversity of programs and facilities that all can enjoy.

On Tuesday, March 14, 2017 at 1:00 PM Town and School District 
Moderator Edward Goodrich, Jr. 

called the meeting to order and announced that we would be operating 
under Warrant Article #1 and Warrant Article #2: 


Article 1: To choose by ballot all necessary Town Officers for the 
ensuing year. 


Article 2: To vote by ballot on the zoning amendments proposed by 
the Planning Board. 


The Moderator announced that the Town business meeting would begin at 
7:00 pm. 


The Moderator declared the voting polls now open for the Marlborough 
Town Meeting and the Marlborough School District for election of Town 
Officials and School District Officials, and for voting on the proposed zoning 
amendments. He asked David Fairfield to confirm that the ballot boxes are 
empty prior to locking the ballot boxes. 


The casting of ballots ensued. 


At 7:10 pm the Moderator thanked those in attendance for coming to the 
deliberative session of tonight’s meeting. The Moderator announced that 
the polls for voting would remain open until 9:00 pm, and the Moderator 
led those present in the Pledge of Allegiance. 


The Moderator thanked Theresa Grover and Madalyn Fadden, who had 
worked earlier in the day as Ballot Clerks, for coming out is such bad 
weather. 


The Moderator introduced the residents that were working at the polls as 
follows: The Supervisor of the Checklist members-Hank Kenney, Robert 
Leahy and Grant Butler, Check-In Ballot Clerks-David Chase and Deb 
Reynolds, Check-Out Ballot Clerks-Susan Bemis and Jackie Leahy, Assistant 
Moderator-David Fairfield, Selectmen-Gina Paight, Jane Pitt and Beverly 
Harris, and Town Clerk/Tax Collector-Ellen Orkins. 


The Moderator read the rules for this evenings meeting. 


The Moderator sought for permission to speak for the following attendees 
whom are not residents of 


the Town: : Chief of Police Christopher Lyons and Police Sergeant Zachary 


Byam. 
The Moderator explained that permission is sought at the beginning of the 
meeting for non-residents who may be called upon later in the meeting to 


provide information in relation to tonight’s discussion. 


Permission to speak was granted to Chief Lyons and Sergeant Byam by a 
voice vote in the affirmative. 


The Moderator opened the meeting with Article #1. 


Article 1: To choose by ballot all necessary Town Officers for the 
ensuing year. 


The Moderator stated that the meeting was opened under Article #1 at 1:00 
PM with the opening of the polls. 
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Article 2: To vote by ballot on the zoning amendments proposed by 
the Planning Board. 


The Moderator stated that Article #2 was also opened at 1:00 PM. 


The Moderator, noting the low attendance, stated that he would like 
to initiate discussion with the body present as to whether or not 
those present wished to proceed with tonight’s meeting despite the 
blizzard. 


The Moderator stated that he would use a simple yay or nay voice vote to 
determine whether or not to proceed after any discussion from the floor. 


Mr. Robert Jewett asked for the Selectmen’s feelings on proceeding. 


Selectman Jane Pitt stated that there were mixed feelings in regards to 
holding the meeting without a normal turnout of 75 or so people. 


Phyllis Manning asked what the options were. 


The Moderator stated that those present would have to take a vote to 
postpone the meeting to a date and time certain. 


David Durocher stated that those present had come out tonight, and with 
no way to predict the weather down the road that he felt it best to continue 
this evening. 


David Aiken stated that he had two schools of thought about how to 
proceed. He asked if the meeting were to be moved to another date, and 
anyone were to bring suit, has it been looked at as to how this would be 
taken care of? 


The Moderator stated that under RSA 40:4, we can postpone if we choose 
to do so. 


The Moderator asked if those present were ready to determine, by voice 
vote, whether or not to proceed with this evening’s meeting. 


A voice vote in the affirmative declared that the majority of those present 
wished to proceed with the meeting. 


Article 3: To see of the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of One Million Nine Hundred Ninety Three Thousand One 
Hundred Fifty Three Dollars ($1, 993,153) for general municipal 
operations. This article does not include the appropriations 
contained in special or individual articles addressed separately. 
Recommended by the Board of Selectmen. (Majority vote required) 

Moved: Jane Pitt Seconded: Gina Paight 


Jane Pitt spoke to the motion and asked those present to refer to page 12 of 
the Annual Report or to the handouts provided. 


Selectmen Pitt stated that the increases to be budget were primarily due to 
increased costs for health insurance premiums for employees, increases in 
the Town’s contribution to employee’s retirement, increased fees charged 
by the City of Keene for sewer treatment and the absolute need to invest in 
the Town’s aging water and sewer systems. 


Savings to the Town were realized by the following: 


- Moving to Primex for liability and workers comp insurance 
created a savings of $18,000.00 

- Last year’s mild winter provided a savings in fuel, overtime and 
some materials. 

- Due to the timing of the hiring within the Police Department, 
police personnel cost reductions were realized. 

- At the advice of the Town’s Building Inspector, the Town has 
revised the application/permit 
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Fees for Building, Electrical and Plumbing Permits to help offset 
costs. 


- The Town discontinued their participation to Cheshire TV, 
thereby saving approximately $8,000.00 in annual payments. 
- The Town reviewed it’s contributions to social service agencies 


Jane Pitt stated that the Board would like to recognize an ongoing 
contribution from Marl-Harris in the amount of $21,000.00 which offsets 
the cost of the ambulance contract with DiLuzio Ambulance. 


In the end the budget includes a 2% across the board wage increase as well 
as being able to provide dental insurance to all full time employees. The 
water and sewer lines show an increase which will allow the Town to have a 
full time Water and Sewer Operator. 


Jane Pitt continued to present the budget to those present. 


David Durocher asked how much of the Library’s budget was offset by trust 
funds. 


Jane Pitt stated that $9,000.00 come from trust funds. 


David Durocher asked about the decrease in the Police Departments 
budget, and stated that the Chief had asked for an increase in his budget of 
$7,000.00 that would enable his clerk to work an additional day each week 
and that the Chief had stated that the one day per week increase would 
eliminate a backlog in paperwork. 


David Durocher presented an amendment to the budget to increase the 
budget to $2,000,153.00 (+$7,000.00) for general municipal operations.

To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 
674: 71-73 as proposed by the Planning Board by amending 
Section 2 (Definitions) of the Zoning Ordinance by deleting 
“Accessory Apartment” from Subsection 2.2 and replacing 
it with the following: “Accessory Dwelling Unit: A 
residential living unit that is within or attached to a single- 
family dwelling and that provides independent living 


facilities for one or more persons including provisions for 
sleeping, eating, cooking and sanitation on the same parcel 
of land as the principal dwelling unit it accompanies” and; 
amending Section 6.4 A of the Zoning Ordinance by 
deleting “Accessory Apartments” from line 4 and replacing 
it with “Accessory Dwelling Units” and; amending Footnote 
7 to read: “One ADU may be allowed by Special Exception 
in a building that has been used solely for commercial 
purposes for two or more years without the requirement of 
owner occupancy” and amending Section 9 of the Zoning 
Ordinance by adding a new Subsection 9.13 as follows: 
Accessory Dwelling Units 

Section 1. Definitions: 

ADU: A residential living unit that is within or attached to a 
single-family dwelling and that provides independent living 
facilities for one or more persons including provisions for 
Sleeping, eating. Cooking and sanitation on the same parcel of 
land as the principal dwelling unit it accompanies. 

Section 2. Provisions: 


An attached accessory dwelling unit shall be permitted in all 
zoning 

districts that permit single family dwellings, subject to the 
following: 


A. Only one (1) ADU shall be permitted for each single-family 
dwelling. 


B. The ADU must provide independent living facilities for one or 
more 

persons containing the four elements of sleeping, eating, 
cooking, 

and sanitation. 
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C. The ADU shall have an independent means of ingress and 
egress, or shall have ingress and egress through a common 
space such as a shared hallway to an exterior door. 


D. The ADU shall be attached to the principal dwelling unit. In 
order 

to be considered an attached ADU there must be a common 
wall between 

the principal dwelling unit and the ADU. Detached accessory 
dwelling units 

are prohibited. 


E. Either the ADU or the principal dwelling unit shall be the 
principal residence 

and legal domicile of the owner of the property. The owner of 
the property shall mean the individual or individuals having title 
to the property and, in the case of title being in a Trust, Limited 
Liability Partnership or Limited Liability Company, a Trustee of 
the Trust, a Partner in the LLP or an officer of the LLC. The 
owner of the property may include a legal relative and/or a legal 
guardian. Both units must be in common ownership and 
condominium ownership is not permitted. 

F. The ADU shall be no larger than one-third the size of the 
combined square footage of living space in the principal 
dwelling unit and proposed accessory dwelling unit. 


G. An ADU shall be provided a minimum of two (2) off-street 
parking spaces. 


H. An ADU shall make provision for adequate water supply and 
sewage disposal service in compliance with RSA 485-A:38 and 
regulations adopted by the New Hampshire Department of 
Environmental 

Services. 


Section 3. Minimum Lot Dimension Requirements: 


An attached ADU shall not be required to meet additional lot 
area requirements other than already provided for the principal 
dwelling unit. 


An ADU shall comply with all lot setback requirements. “ 


Explanation: Senate Bill 146, codified in RSA 674: 71-73 
provides that every municipality with a zoning ordinance shall 
allow attached accessory dwelling units as a matter of right or 
by conditional use permit or special exception in all zoning 
districts that permit single-family dwellings. In the event a town 
does not allow accessory dwelling units pursuant to this new 
law, such units will be deemed permitted without limitation. The 
proposed zoning amendment set forth above allows accessory 
dwelling units with certain specific limitations. 


The Planning Board and the Board of Selectmen recommend 
passage of this amendment.

The Marlborough School is currently engaged in a Title | self 
study. The study will be sent to the state for review. Once 
accepted the Title I status will be moved from a 

Targeted Assistance school to a School Wide Title I school. This 
means that all students will have the opportunity to 

receive supplemental Title I services. They will no longer need 
to meet a specific testing criteria to receive these 

services, 


This year the middle school has implemented a new 
program of specific intervention/enrichments. For one 
period/day each student receives either direct 
intervention (extra help) in a subject where they are 
demonstrating a challenge or an enrichment activity. This 
program is allowing the teachers to provide more 
individualized instruction toward the goal of improving 
student success. 


Co-Curricular 


Project EDventure- After School Program 

Project EDventure is completing its sixth year of operation. The 
afterschool program runs from 2:45pm-6:00pm. 

Project EDventure is also responsible for hosting a four week 
summer camp program at Marlborough School. This past 
summer we had over 60 students participate. The summer 
camp engages students through a variety of hands on, project- 
based activities that are based on a weekly theme. Each 
themed week culminates with a field trip. Students have the 
opportunity to get out into the community and enjoy Stone 
Pond each day. 


Keene State College Partnership 


In 2009, Marlborough School and Keene State College (KSC) engaged 
in a partnership to benefit the Marlborough students and the KSC 
Teacher Candidates. The Partnership is 

characterized by a three-year immersion learning experience where 
teachers, collegiate faculty and teacher candidates 

engage in curricular design and instructional and assessment 
activities. The primary approach to teaching is collaborative which is 
engaging and enriching for all those involved. Teacher candidates 
complete all of their required Elementary 

Education coursework and field experiences at Marlborough School, 
six semesters. The KSC sophomore students begin with 
observations, 1-1 and small group support. As juniors they move into 
full mornings in the classroom beginning to teach literacy lessons and 
social studies. As seniors, the teacher 

candidates continue to increase their time in the classroom and 
responsibilities in teaching math and science units and 

ultimately teaching full days as student teachers. There are currently 
27 KSC Elementary Education Partnership students immersed in 
their education at Marlborough School. 

The primary goal of this partnership is to improve educator 
effectiveness and enhance student learning. This has been true for 
the KSC students as well as for the elementary Marlborough students. 
Marlborough students benefit from the small group and 1-1 teaching 
support. Both groups of students develop strong relationships with 
each other during this 3-year 

partnership immersion which contributes to deeper learning. 
Partnership graduates have successfully been offered teaching 
positions or have continued their education in graduate school. A 
committee of Marlborough School and KSC members meets monthly 
at Marlborough School to discuss partnership updates and issues. 
The mission statement: The Mission of the 


Marlborough School ~ Keene State College Partnership is to provide 
collaboration and innovative approaches for teaching and learning in 
the 21st century.

During school year 2016-2017 we had 70 students at KHS. Our 
students participated in a total of 119 student activities. Six 
Marlborough School students enrolled in advanced placement 
courses. Our student attendance rate (94.6%) was above the KHS 
average (94.3%) and our student’s grade point average (2.95) was 
also higher than the school average (2.81).

Principal’s Message 


| am proud to write this note as the Principal of the Marlborough School. This year 
has brought many new and innovative changes to our programs. The new 
enrichment/intervention program at the Middle School level has allowed our 
teachers to provide the students with individualized instruction in their areas of 
need. It has also allowed the students to receive standards based instruction in 
very creative and motivational manners. Our new guidance counselor is teaching 
guidance classes at every grade level. She is working on social skill development. 
She also provides the students with social and emotional support, as needed, in 
small groups or individually. 

We have conducted a self-study for our Title | program. The results of this study 
have allowed us to apply to the state of NH for a change in status for our Title | 
program. We are currently a Targeted Title | school. This change will make us a 
School Wide Title | school. This change will result in greater supports for our 
students. All students will now have the opportunity to access the supports of the 
Title | program without testing in. 

We are continuing to develop our “Relaxation Station.” The students have the 
ability to go to the station to take a quick break and process what may have 
occurred in a classroom. 

Our new preschool has been in operation this year. We currently are providing 
preschool education to 12 students. The program is working very well and has 
received great parent feedback. We are very thankful to the town of Marlborough 
for providing their support to this program. 

Throughout the day | observe and participate in classes. We have very dedicated 
and highly skilled teachers and tutors. Our students are actively involved in the 
learning process and our parents along with the community are very supportive! It 
is a pleasure to be a part of the Marlborough Community.

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School Start Time Committee 
At a regular meeting of the Keene Board of Education on February 14, 2017, 
the Keene Board directed the administration to develop a research plan for 
shifting the start times of the Keene schools for the 2019-2020 school year. 
The committee (consisting of 20 members including representatives of each 
of the town districts to be impacted) met for the first time on August 3, 2017 
to begin the process. A public forum was held on November 29, 2017 in order 
to gather feedback from stakeholders regarding the potential shift in school 
start times beginning with the 2019-2020 school year.
